rooms. The subjectn of the windows 
are St. John and St. Maziminc against 
a background of tapestry and archi- 
tecture treated so as to appear on 
the aame plane as tbe figures. The 
author ot the aote on the windows in 
the Moseom Bolletla says that the 
drawing Is nadoubtedly the work ot a 
palnter-^nd a very good one— of tbe 
Ober-Rhein school, and that aa St 
Maximlne was bishop of Trier, the 
suiipusitlon that tbe glass U from 
that source is probably correct Very 
fine examples of the same period are 
those in tbe nave of Cologne cathe- 
dral.— New Tork Times.

Hut this on a soft flannel rag 
and rub into the surface of tbe seat, 
back or arma of a chair or on the top 
of a Ubie. It wUl Bot only take off 
tbe defects, bnt brlog a poUsb to tbe 
wood. 

To remove the rottenstone with a 
damp piece of chamois carefully wipe 
the Wood, and when all trace of this 
la gone a bright lustre can be brought 
to the surface of the wo(m1 by rubbing 
It lightly with a aott piece of cheese- 
cloth moistened with alcohol. 

Tbe latter must be used sparingly 
on funilture, fOr It bwas tbe Tarniab 
and will ruin the appearance of tbe 
rocker or table if enough is pat pa to 
scoreb tbe surface.
